When the police broke Into 
flat on Tung Man_ Road, they 
found moro than 10 telephones, 
a battery of the latest types of 
of radio. recelving and: trans- 
mitting sets, and a consider- 
able number of documents. 

The doc -showed- that 
the Retivities. "of the gold bul- 
Non and forefgn currency 
racketecrs covered Hung Kong, 
Wuchow, Shangha!l and Han- 
kow, which had, prior to the 
rald, been in communication 
with .the centre in Canton. 

Books «showed that gold and 
foreign quotations were sent out 
and received by thie centre al- 
most every minute of the day, 
added_the-reports,Transactions- 
by radio. totalled “billions of 
dollars" dally. 

Only two "arrests have been 
made, but more are expected.

Aid For The 


Farmer 


Nanking, Feb. 29. 

The Chinese Government will 
extend CN$15,000,000,000,000 
| (US$107,000,000 at the present 
open market rate) financial as- 
sistance to Chinese farmers 
during the current fiscal year to 
boost agricultural production. 

The asaistance, which will be 
granted in the form of loans 
at tive per cent interest re- 
deemable by farm. produce, ro. 
presents the first major govern- 
ment effort to rehabilitate 
domestic industries. 

Loans will be granted through 
the government banks and will 
be. used mostly in the produc- 
tion of fcodstuffa and the ex- 
port of commodities such as 
tung oil, pig bristles, atlk, tea, 
tobacco, sugar and cotton. 

The National Resources Com- 
mission announced that Chineso 
gasoline production increased 
130 per cent last year compared 
to 1946. The total production 
last year was .8 744,000 gallons. 
Preduction this year is expect- 
ed to be doubled. The monthly 
output in January and ‘February 
this year was 1,120,000 gallons,

One hundred yeors ogo somo 
330 sturdy Scottish settlers were 
on the high seas in two small 
ships on thelr way to found one 
of the world’s most southerly sct- 
tlements in a ccuntry almost un- 
known and totally undeveloped. 

In the next few months their 
memory will be honoured in a 
series of celebrations In what is 
tc-day one of the most prosper- 
ous corncra of the British com- 
monwealth,’ 

Tho settlers sailed from 
Greenock toward the end of 
1847 jn the ships John Wickliffe 
and Phillip Laing for New Zeca: 
land which only  scven = years 
before had become a British pos- 
session, They founded the pro- 
vinée of Otago and the clty of 
Dunedin In the far south of New 
Zealand where centennial 
eclebrations will be held extend- 
ing over the next three months, 

The venture must surely rank 
na one of the most successful of 
all Scottish colonising efforts. 
Dunedin quickly became one of 
the main commerctal and finan- 
cla) centres of the new colony, 


Led by a Burns 


Lending the Scottish contingent 
was Rev. Thomas Burns, kinsman 
of the poct, and a Captain Car- 
gill, Burns founded the first 


Presbyterian Church In Dunedin: 


und Captain Cargill started his 
commumity at Invercargill 
where, to this day, bratd Scots Is 
spoken, 

Rev. Thomas Burng was 
minister at Monkton, Ayrshire, 
but came ‘out at the Disruption. 

His followers bullt a church 

for him, at Prestwick, It stands 
to thls day as Prestwick North 
Church with no stained glass 
window to his memory, 
Il established pre-eminence as 
cultural and educational head- 
quarters and has ‘retained — this 
fine tradition ever since, The 
wide grossinnds of Otago ‘were 
soon producing a rich annual 
output cf farming products, 

Through the years, Dunedin 
und the province of Otago as a 
whole have retained ther Scol- 
tlsh charucter, Just os in other 
parts of New Zealand people 
claim to be “more English than 
the English,”* so, in Otago, they 
might be said to be “more Scot- 
tish than the Scots.”

Shanghai, Feb, 28. 

Like milllons of ants building 
an ant hill, one graln of earth at 
a time, commerce in China stlll 
builds itself by the cefforta of 
millions cf undernourished,  ill- 
clad coolies, each carrying some- 
thing on his back, 

There are machines In all the 
commercial centers of China but 
most of the work falls to the 
coolle. As you walk along 
Shanghal’s mllcs of waterfront, 
ycu see then swarming over tho 
docks and bonts enrrylng every-~ 
thing from crates of Formosan 
oranges to cnormous drums of 
American off on thelr backs. 
They sing out a quavering chant 
with every effort, a quick step 
to maintaln a rhythm in their Ia- 
bour, a Inbour that, piece by 
piece, quite literally moves the 
equivalent of mountains. 

One runt-scized coolic can 
ry an amazing load, One 
whl shuflg along, hardly lift. 
Ing his feet from the 
ground as he moves so ag to con- 
serve energy, with oa 150-pound 
off drum on his back. He will 
chont . particularly loudly and 
stdadily because the load Js pars 
tleularly heavy, 

Great rolls of 
weighing 500 pounds will 
slung . on bamboo poles

They swarm; many of them 
lnughing, over thousands . of 
big and little vessels that put 
into Shanghai and ply between 
almost all of China's ports.
